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DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: A fluid dispensing device comprising a plurality of discharge means, a 
discrimination means for discriminating the existence of a defective discharge, and a 
control means for selecting a discharge means that is not producing a defective 
discharge to perform a discharge, wherein the species comprise a different means for 
detecting the existence of a defective discharge. The species are independent or 
distinct because the means comprise distinct and unrelated features and mechanisms. 

Claims 2-12, 18-22, 25-27 recite a detecting means that comprises a drive pulse 
generation circuit and a drive current detection circuit. 

Claims 13, 18-21, 23, 25-27 recite a detecting means that comprises an 
inspection pulse output means and a current detection circuit. 

Claims 14-21, 24-27 recite a detecting means that comprises an optical detection 
means. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: A fluid dispensing device comprising a plurality of discharge means, a 
discrimination means for discriminating the existence of a defective discharge, and a 
control means for selecting a discharge means that is not producing a defective 
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discharge and performing a discharge, wherein the species comprise a different means 
for discriminating the existence of a defective discharge. 

Claim 3 recites a discrimination means that discriminates based on a current 
waveform. 

Claim 4 recites a discrimination means that discriminates based on a peak 
current value. 

Claim 5-7 recite a discrimination means that discriminates based on a differential 
waveform. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 2 is generic. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: A fluid dispensing device comprising a plurality of discharge means, a 
discrimination means for discriminating the existence of a defective discharge, and a 
control means for selecting a discharge means that is not producing a defective 
discharge and performing a discharge, wherein the species comprise a different means 
for discriminating the existence of a defective discharge. 

Claim 6 recites a discrimination means that discriminates based on whether a 
peak waveform of the differential waveform appears on the positive side two 
consecutive times. 
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Claim 7 recites a discrimination means that discriminates based on whether a 
positive-side peak waveform appears on the differential waveform immediately prior to 
the falling edge of the detected drive current waveform. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 5 is generic.
